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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Malloy et al. teaches a method, an apparatus and an article of 
manufacture of accessing a subject multi-dimensional database stored on a data store connected to a computer, comprising: 

a) . receiving an indication of a number of features of said subject multi-dimensional database to be identified (col. 2, lines 60-62); 

b) . performing feature identification to identify the indicated number of features (col. 2, lines 62-65 ); and 

c) . creating an index for the subject multi-dimensional database using the identified number of features (col. 6, lines 38-48). 
Malloy et al. also teaches a step of receiving an indication of features to be mined via interaction with the OLAP agent (col. 2, lines 58-65 and col. 10, 
lines 29-43). Examiner interprets the number of features to be mined in the present invention is equivalent to prior art dimension identifiers which 
represent the points of interest or measures to be mined based on Applicants' Specification pg. 5, lines 3-5. For example, features to be mined are 
Time, Product and Sales. Time dimension's member identifiers are 1-6. Product dimension's member identifier are 7-10. Finally, the Measures 
dimension's member identifiers are 1 1-13. Consequently, prior art's dimension member identifiers correspond to the present invention feature 
identification as they desribed measures to be mined (i.e. Time, Product, and Sales). Furthermore, the prior art creates the index fi'om the fact table 
and later use it to access the dimensions which satisfies the claimed limitation. 

Applicants' arguments regarding the feature identification which obtains a specified number of deviations for members of the subject multi- 
dimensional database is irrelavent because this limitation is not in the claim.
